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The  Design  Collection  of  The  Museum  of  Modern 
Art  was  established  in  1934  and  now  includes  over 
1,800  mass-produced  or  handmade  objects.  They 
have  been  selected  on  the  basis  of  their  quality  and 
historical  significance  to  illustrate  the  development 
of  design  during  the  past  seventy-five  years. 

Some  125  of  these  objects — including  household 
and  office  appliances,  tableware,  tools,  and  furni- 
ture— are  continuously  exhibited  in  the  Philip  L. 
Goodwin  Galleries,  opened  in  1964  and  named  in 
honor  of  the  architect  who  from  1935  to  1940  was 
chairman  of  the  Museum's  Department  of  Architec- 
ture and  Industrial  Art.  This  international  selection 
presents  both  an  historical  survey  of  styles,  from 
Art  Nouveau  to  the  present,  and  a  standard  of 
reference  for  judging  contemporary  design.  Other 
material  in  the  collection  may  be  seen  by  appoint- 
ment in  The  Lillie  P.  Bliss  International  Study 
Center. 


If  they  were  dug  out  of  the  desert  a  thousand  years  from  now,  the  objects  in  the  Museum's 
Design  Collection  would  tell  archeologists — even  those  from  another  planet — something 
about  the  people  who  made,  used,  and  treasured  them.  What  the  objects  have  in  common 
is  that  they  were  made  to  serve  a  purpose;  they  are  not,  apparently,  ends  in  themselves  but 
rather  belong  to  the  20th-century  category,  the  "functional."  And  yet  the  variety  of  forms 
deemed  functionally  appropriate  to  serve  a  single  purpose,  as  in  the  design  of  chairs,  would 
suggest  that  human  beings  were  remarkably  flexible  and,  moreover,  were  eager  to  assume 
the  shapes  dictated  by  their  functional  objects.  From  this  it  follows  that  the  appearance  of 
a  chair — or  indeed  any  other  object — conferred  some  special  distinction  on  its  owner. 

The  archeologists  would  probably  also  observe  that  object-using  humans  had  group 
preoccupations.  One  group  was  concerned  first  of  all  with  the  manner  in  which  separate 
parts  are  joined  together.  For  such  people  a  design  must  have  been  valuable  according  to 
the  number  of  opportunities  it  afforded  to  connect  different  parts,  preferably  made  of 
different  materials.  A  second  group  evidently  valued  objects  of  minimal  incident:  few  parts, 
no  joints,  and  if  possible  no  clue  as  to  what  purpose  the  object  might  have  served. 

Within  these  two  groups  there  are  puzzling  variations.  Both  kinds  of  person  attached  over- 
riding significance  to  certain  forms.  Some  preferred  simple  geometric  figures — circles  and 
squares  and  triangles — in  arrangements  suggesting  that  the  figures  themselves  possessed  a 
peculiar  potency  difficult  to  define.  Others  seem  to  have  preferred  configurations  derived 
from  what  was  loosely  called  "nature,"  by  which  was  meant,  more  often  than  not,  the  wave 
patterns  of  liquids,  the  contours  of  vegetables,  or,  for  all  we  know,  the  limbs  of  human  beings. 

The  more  astute  archeologists  will  be  sure  to  note  that  toward  the  last  quarter  of  the 
century,  before  either  of  these  inspirations  had  been  exhausted,  there  appears  to  have  been 
a  deliberate  rejection  of  design  and  technique  alike,  as  if  objects  by  their  very  proliferation 
had  become  unworthy  of  serious  attention.  The  new  mood  seems  to  have  produced  the 
curious  brown  "anti-object,"  which  can  still  be  called  a  chair  (opposite).  What  stresses  and 
disillusionments  may  have  led  to  this  reversal  the  wise  archeologist  would  best  leave  for 
the  student  to  decide  for  himself;  but  he  would  certainly  call  attention  to  the  heightening 
of  aesthetic  and  technical  ingenuity  in  the  design  of  computers  and  other  instruments  of 
superefficiency — a  class  of  object  feared  at  least  as  much  as  it  was  admired.
